Detroit Edison Co., said they 
were forced to trim the voltage 
to all their areas because of high 
demand for power during the 
cold weather coupled with some 
reduction 
in 
generating

Kalamazuo, said the voltage 
reduction was put into effect 
between 10 a.m. and noon, with 
crews moving between substa- 
tions to make necessary adjust-', 
meats.

McGraw said Consumers lost 


one generating unit at its 
Campbell power plant at Port 
Sheldon, between Holland and 
Grand Haven. 


At about the same time, De- 


troit Edison generating capacity 
was reduced because of frozen 
coal and other problems con- 
nected with the cold. Con- 
susumers and Detroit Edison 
networks are Interconnected, 
McGraw said, to allow the 
exchange of power, but that was 
not possible under the circums- 
tances. 


Normally, the tw<futilities can 


buy extra power in emergen- 
cies from utilities in neighbor- 
Ing states. But because of the 
coM weather, others were una- 
ble to sell power to the two 
companies. 


Michigan Public

commission officials, 
who 


regulate the utilities, said that if 
a voltage reduction had not 
eased the load sufficiently, the 
next step would have been to ask 
customers to turn off their 
lights and appliances to cut 
back the demand. 


Public Service commission 


rules adopted in 1975 prohibit 
power companies from cutting 
voltage any more than five to six 
per cent because that could 
damage appliances, said Ken- 
neth Gray, director of the PSC's 
Office of Electric Operations.

Oil Tanker Runs Aground 
In North Lake Michigan 


TRAVERSE CITY, • Mich. 


(AP) — An oil tanker carrying 
2.9 million gallons of gasoline 
and fuel oil ran aground in lake 
Michigan Tuesday after becom- 
ing trapped in ice, Coast Guard 
officials said. 


There was no oil leakage from 


the American-registered Amoco 
Indiana, said U. Edward 
McKenzie of the Coast Guard 
search and rescue unit at Mil- 
waukee. 


An Amoco spokesman said 


another of the firm's tankers, 
the Amoco Wisconsin, was on its 
way 
from 
southern Lake 


Michigan to Grand Traverse 
Bay to remove part of the In- 
diana's cargo. 


"We broke some of the ice 


about her to relieve the pressure 
.but could not budge her and she 
is aground," said U. Bruce 
Tale, a Coast Guard spokesman. 


A team of anti-pollution ex- 


perts was dispatched by the 
Coast Guard to the area and the 
Coast Guard icebreakers Sun- 
dew and Westwind were stand- 
ing by the Indiana. It was a 
precautionary measure only. 
The ship has a double hull and a 
leak is unlikely, officials said. 


The 414-foot Indiana, with 27 


crew members aboard, ran into 
trouble Monday as it reared the - 
end of its trip from its home 
port of Whiting, Ind., to 
Traverse City. 


The vessel notified the Coast 


Guard it was stuck in an ice 
field, with some chunks as big 
as the side of a house, officials 
said. 


The Coast Guard cutter Sun- 


dew fought her way to the ship, 
but encountered problems try- 
ing to break the ice. The 
icebreaker Westwind was sent 
to help. 


McKenzie said his unit has 


responsibility for ice breaking 
operations on Lake Michigan, 
including the Grand Traverse 
Bay area. 


McKenzie and Lt. John 


Berglund of Coast Guard dis- 
trict headquarters at Cleveland 
said snow and gale conditions 
had hampered efforts to free the 
Amoco Indiana. 


"The ship has a 20-foot draft 


and a couple of shoals in that 


area have 21 feet of water. So it 
doesn't give you too much 
working room," McKenzie 
explained. 


He said the Sundew has con- 


centrated on ice on the aft and 
port sides, taking care not to go 
on the starboard or land side 
where.the cutter might get- 
trapped as the ice moves.

served by Consumers Power Co. 
in Van Buren, Allegan and Cass 
counties and across much of the 
rest of southern Michigan for 
about 12 hours Tuesday. 


Consumers Power, along with 
Detroit Edison Co., said they 
were forced to trim the voltage 
to all their areas because of high 
demand for power during the 
cold weather coupled with some 
reduction 
in 
generating 
capacity. 


K.E. 
McGraw, 
general 
manager 
for 
Consumers 
southwestern 
region, 


Kalamazoo, said the voltage 
reduction was put into effect 
between 10 a.m. and noon, with 
crews moving between substa­ 
tions to make necessary adjust-. 
ments. Full power was restored 
about 12 hours later, he stated. 
He added that no complaints 
were received from customers. 


McGraw said Consumers lost 
one generating unit at its 
Campbell power plant at Port 
Sheldon, between Holland and 
Grand Haven. 


At about the same time, De­ 


troit Edison generating capacity 
was reduced because of frozen 
coal and other problems con­ 
nected with the cold. Con- 
susumers and Detroit Edison 
networks are interconnected, 
McGraw said, to allow the 
exchange of power, but that was 
not possible under the circums­ 
tances. 


Normally, the two utilities can 
buy extra power in em ergen­ 
cies from utilities in neighbor­ 
ing states. But because of the 
cold weather, others were una­ 
ble to sell power to the two 
companies. 


Michigan

commission officials,

regulate the utilities, said that if 


a voltage reduction had not 
eased the load sufficiently, the 
next step would have been to ask 
customers to turn off their 
lights and appliances to cut 
back the demand. 


Public Service commission 
rules adopted in 1975 prohibit 
power companies from cutting 
voltage any more than five to six 
per cent because that could 
damage appliances, said Ken­ 
neth Croy, director of the PSC’s 
Office of Electric Operations.

Social Security may not be broke, 
but it is heading in that direction. No 
wonder, when one looks at its rapid 
cost progression over the last decade. 
In just 10 years the average contribu­ 
tion paid into Social Security by the 
wage earner has increased from $253 
lo $757. His em ployer, of course, 
matches his contribution. 


Worse, we are told, the system is not 
living its own way and the imbalance 
is destined to grow in the years im­ 
mediately ahead. There are several 
reasons for this, but the most impor­ 
tant is the propensity Congress has for 
liberalizing benefits paid out without 
adequately providing for revenues. 


Another 
factor 
becoming 


increasingly prominent is the aging of 
the population. A decade or two ago it 
could not have been anticipated that 
the nation’s birth rate would drop off 
as dramatically as it has in the last 
several years. 


In 10 years time, the wage base 
against which the Social Security tax 
is applied has gone from $6.6<MI to 
$10,500 this .Ian. 1. The tax rate also 
has been increased several tim es in 
that period. It is this rapid growth 
which is most worrisome. Such a rate 
of increase cannot long continue. The 
question now is. how is Social Security 
to lie brought under control, and with 
what consequences? 


White Collar Crime 
Steals The Most Dollars 


Because its estim ates on crim e in 
the United States are only that — es- 
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timates — the crim e picture released 
by the Joint Economic Committee of 
Congress does not carry the authen­ 
ticity of. for instance, the FB I’s na­ 
tional crim e statistics. Nevertheless, 
the crim e em phasis shown by the 
committee’s estim ates is revealing. 


Ask what is the single most costly 
category of crim e to the public, and 
many people might answer property 
crimes — robbery, burglary, car theft 
and the like. They would be wrong. 
Such crim es amounted to about $4 
billion in losses in 1976. Drug crihies? 
Wrong again. Even the estim ated $21.4 
billion involved in drug crim es in 1970 
was less than half the total of the 
number one category. 


White collar crim es by far took the 
heaviest toll. An estimated $44 billion, 
according to the com m ittee’s calcula­ 
tions, was lost to a wide array of 
crimes ranging from outright fraud to 
what is described as “ deceptive prac­ 
tices.” Included in this latter category 
are tax cheats and the government 
alone was estimated to have lost some 
$15 billion in revenues. 


Embezzlement, pilferage, insurance 
fraud, credit card and check fraud, 
bribes, kickbacks and all the other 
white collar crim es accounted for 
one-third of the public’s total cost of 
crime in 1976. It is an astounding 
record, one which demands more con­ 
cern than it has attracted so far.

Should Puerto Rico 
Be Part Of Fold?

Never 
underestim ate 
the 
power of even a lame-duck 
president to influence headlines 
and generally shake things up. 


For a case in point, we need 
look no further than President 
Ford's call for Puerto Rican 
statehood. 


Would-be explanations 
for 
this surprise proposal range 
from the totally ingenuous — 
that it came off the top of the 
presidential 
head 
in 
the 
disarray of packing up to leave 
the White House — to the poli­ 
tically devious — that it would 
eventually bring federal contml 
of potentially highly profitable 
offshore mining and oil-drilling. 
(Puerto Rico, with its present 
commonwealth status, enjoys 
semi-sovereign rights in its 
waters which the states do not.) 


Whatever the real reason, or 
combination of reasons, behind 
the recommendation, it has had 
some highly visible immediate 
results. It brought the president 
and his administration back on­ 
to front pages dominated for 
weeks by the president-elect’s 
artfully orchestrated selection 
of the new Washington team, 
and it warmed up an issue 
which had been on a very low 
back burner — one which the 
new administration would much 
prefer remain there for a time. 


So what about statehood for 
Puerto Rico? 


As proponents see it, the 
island and mainland have been 
approaching such a rendezvous 
with 
mutual 
destiny 
for 
decades. 
Milestones 
in 
the 
elevation of Puerto Rico from 
mere possession states are the 
1947 replacement of a Washing­ 
ton-appointed governor by an 
elected chief executive and the 
1952 constitution establishing 
the island as a free common­ 
wealth in association with the 
Cnited States. 


A further refinement of this 
relationship is recommended by 
the U.S.-Puerto Rican study 
group set up by President Nixon 
in 1973 whose final report, now 
on President Ford's desk, calls 
for a new “ compact of per­ 
manent union between Puerto 
Rico and the United States. ’’ 


The logical culmination of 
these repeated redefinings of 
the U.S.-Puerto Rican rela­ 
tionship is ultimate statehood. 
So w hy not now ? 


From another point of view, 
held on both the island and the 
mainland, statehood is neither 
so 
logical 
nor 
particularly 
desirable. Islanders at present 
are U.S. citizens with most of 
the rights and obligations of 
niainlanders but with certain 
fringe 
benefits 
— 
notably 
exemption from federal taxes. 
Taxes are also of concern to 
numerous 
mainland-based 


businesses which have set up 
Puerto Rican operations to take 
advantage of tax incentives 
under the island’s “ Operation 
Bootstrap” economic develop­ 
ment program. 


With statehood. Puerto Rico 
could 
be 
giving 
up 
more 
economically than it would be 
gaining politically. 


Even Puerto Rico’s own sta­ 
tehood advocates, whose can­ 
didate won the governorship in 
the November election, were 
taken 
aback 
by 
the 
Ford 
proposal. They are in no hurry 
and would prefer the initiative 
come 
from 
San 
Juan, 
not 
Washington. 


Which may well be the case. 
The White House now ack­ 
nowledges that time has run too 
short 
to 
prepare 
statehood 
legislation 
before 
President 
Ford leaves office. And the new 
President 
has repeated 
his 
campaign position that “ until 
the Puerto Rican people them­ 
selves expressed a preference 
for statehood, the Congress 
should not take the initiative ’’ 


In the end, the Ford recom­ 
mendation may only make it 
less likely that the report of the 
Nixon task force will be lost in 
the transition shuffle. 


The final decision on Puerto 
Rico’s 
status 
rem ains 
un­ 
finished business — possibly 
indefinitely.

Jobless Rate Rises 


DETROIT (AP) — Michigan’s unemployment rate rose by two- 
tenths of a per cent during December, officials said. S. Martin 
Taylor, director of the Michigan Employment Security Commis­ 
sion (MESC), said, however, the jobless rate declined in 197K 
across the state and in the Detroit area. Taylor said the state 
jobless rate went up in December to 9 per cent, compared with 8.8 
per cent in November.

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Notre Dame’s Joyce Wins NCAA Scholarship Battle 


MIAMI BEACH. Fla (AP) — The Kt‘\. Edmund P. .Joyce of 
Notre Dame has succeeded again in his fight against college 
athletic financial aid based on need. 


This time, however, he left some scars 
Father .Joyce’s argument against a need proposal at the 71st 
National Collegiate Athletic Association convention Tuesday 
evoked a bitter retort from J.D. Morgan, athletic director at 
t’CLA 


The issue of need was one of two controversial measures 
rejected — the other was a proposal to reorganize the NCAA's 
highest classification. Division I. 


Opponents of the need proposal contend that it could lead to 
widespread cheating, and Father Joyce said that UCLA and some 
other West Coast schools had violated recruiting regulations 20 
years ago. 


"They were caught red-handed and then they screamed that the 
rules were not feasible," he said. 


"1 am aghast at what has happened in this assemblage.” said 
Hill. ‘‘I resent Father Joyce’s remarks at my university. I believe 
I have seen the low of all time.” 


Father Joyce, executive vice president and faculty moderator 
for athletics at Notre Dame, later apologized, saying his remarks 


were not directed at current UCLA personnel. 


The apology came shortly after Div ision I schools defeated by a 
102-146 vote the proposal to place athletic scholarships strictly on 
a need basis. 


Several other need proposals, some w hich exempted football and 
basketball, also fell in both Divisions I and II. 


It was an impassioned plea by Father Joyce at the NCAA con­ 
vention that was credited with killing the need issue a year ago. 


The reorganization plan, prepared by the policy-making NCAA 
Council during almost one year of work, was turned down in only 
10 minutes when the convention voted to table it. 


That defeat was regarded as a victory for big time college 
basketball schools which don’t play football. 


The plan would have required a school to field varsity teams in 
football, basketball and six other sports to attain Division I status. 
A table of performance standards to maintain the classification 
was included in the package. 


The convention adopted a resolution to waive a requirement that 
a Division I team play 50 per cent of its games against Division I 
opposition, and permitted eight I rc7 s e gstate, Florida A&M 
Grambling, Jackson State, South Carolina State, Southern U.. 
Tennessee State and Texas Southern.

The court did list standards 


that lawyers in similar cases 
couM use to demonstrate that a 
zoning body had an illegal intent 
to discriminate. Lawyers, for 
instance, could show a zoning 
board departed from normal 
administrative procedures to 
draw up rules barring low in- 
come housing. 


The court also left open the 


possibility that existing federal 
statutes might be used to attack 
such zoning laws.

Local Zoning Laws 
Upheld By Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Poor 
urban blacks or other minori­ 
ties who dream of leaving the 
inner city for the more affluent 
suburbs 
cannot 
necessarily 
count on the Constitution for 
help in 
finding low-income 
housing, the* Supreme Court 
says. 


Lawyers involved in housing 
suits indicated the court ruling 
did not necessarily sidetrack 
similar cases and said the jus­ 
tices left them other avenues to 
pursue. 


The high court said Tuesday 
that communities are banned 
from 
intentionally 
keeping 
anyone out for reasons of race. 


But. the court said, nothin« in 
the 
Constitution 
requires 
predominantly white towns to 
change zoning laws to allow 
construction 
of 
low-income 
housing that would attract poor 
minority residents. 


The court did list standards 
that lawyers in similar cases 
could use to demonstrate that a 
zoning body had an illegal intent 
to discriminate. Lawyers, for 
instance, could show a zoning 
board departed from normal 
administrative procedures to 
draw up rules barring low in­ 
come housing. 


The court also left open the 
possibility that existing federal 
statutes might Ik- us<*d to attack 
such zoning laws. 


In their decision, the justices 


has been a damaging one as far 
as progress in housing, jobs and 
social legislation is concerned," 
Compton said. 


But Arlington Heights Mayor 
James Ryan said the decision 
protects the rights of local 
governments to preserve the 
character of their communities 
through 
reasonable 
zoning 
standards. 


“ It means that zoning is going 
to be a matter decided at the 
local level, rather than l.IMMl or 
2.(Kill miles away in Washing­ 
ton,” he said. 


The case began in 1972 when 
several blacks and a non-profit 
developer 
sued 
Arlington 
Heights after the suburban 
community would not vote to 
accommodate a 190-tow nhouse 
low income project. 


About hail of the proposed 
development's residents would 
be black, and Arlington Heights 
is nearly an all-white com­ 
munity. 


The plaintiffs had attacked 
the zoning laws as unconstitu­ 
tional under the 14th Amend­ 
ment’s safeguards of equal pro­ 
tection. 


The court's decision expanded 
a major discrimination ruling 
handed down last year. The 
justices said then that the Con­ 
stitution bars only intentional 
racial discrimination. 


In the Arlington Heights case. 


I he court said those persons w ho 


reversed a lower court ruling 
and found the Chicago suburb of 
Arlington Heights did not un­ 
constitutionally 
discriminate 
against blacks by refusing to 
alter its zoning code to permit 
construction of low 
income 
housing. 


The court's decision evoked 
sharp criticism from James 
Compton, executive director of 
the Chicago Urban League. He 
said the court's action means 
blacks and low income families 
will continue to be trapped in 
disproportionate numbers in 
deteriorating inner cities.

Spain's People Portrayed 
In First 1977 Travelogue

CARSON CITY, Nev. (AP) - 
If you’re thinking of getting into 
drag boat racing — flying 
across water at speeds of 150 
miles an hour or more — you’d 
better hurry. The fast-growing 
sport is getting so costly that 
soon only the “ rich kids" will 
make it to the w inner's circle. 


So says Dick Phillips, an auto 
repair shop owner here who 
holds the National Drag Boat 
Association record of 156.25 
miles per hour over a quarter 
mile course for “ blown gas’’ 
hydroplanes. 


Phillips, 3fi, hauls his sleek, 
18-foot-long craft, powered by a 
supercharged 
engine 
which 
develops 
about 
1*200 
horsepower, to waterways 200 
miles away or more from this 
area. 


He’s a mechanic, so he helps 
build and maintain his engines. 
But Phillips says he depends > n 
a sponsor, Arnold Andreotti of 
Colusa, Calif., to do much of the 
engine-building and help pay 
the $25,000 to $30,000 yearly it 
takes to stay on top. 


Besides the big expense, the 
sport is hazardous. Boats can 
bounce, slide, flip and disin­ 
tegrate at high speeds. “ We lose 


two or three guys every year.” 
says Phillips. “ Maybe another 
dozen or so get a broken leg. We 
were lucky this year, we only 
lost one guy.” 


But drag boat racing “ is a lot 


more thrilling and exciting to 
me than racing cars,” says 
Phillips. So far, he has never 
been injured. 


Phillips used to race cars, but 
he stopped “ when the big boys 


started 
coming 
in” 
with 
seemingly unlimited financial 
resources. 


But now, drag boat racing — a 
sport only about 10 years old — 
costs a minimum of $10,000 for

used equipment and about 
$20,000 for a new boat and en­ 
gine. “ And it’s getting worse 
every year,” he says. 


“ It’s turning into a rich kid’s 
sport. Some guys have enough 
to pay $10,000 just for an engine 
— and they’ll buy two.” 


There are only about 290 top 
drag boat racers around the 
country, most of them on the 
West Coast, he says. And there 
are racing categories faster 
than his “ blown gas” division. 
That’s considered the third fas­ 
test category. 


Costs are double or more for 
the racers in the top class — 
blown fuel boats — which can 
cover a quarter mile stretch of 
water at speeds of more than 200 
m.p.h. 


But Phillips isn’t thinking 
about moving up to a higher 
category. He won six of the 13 
races he entered this year, and 
held onto his record set in 1975. 
But he won only $400 to $500 per 
race “ and that doesn’t even 
cover expenses.”

Radke said owner’s manuals for 
both radio and antenna are the

the source of the trouble. “ Make 
sure you did everything the 
manufacturer recommends,” 
he said. 


A good antenna ground is 
mandatory — occasionally it’s 
necessary to run a grounding 
line between the antenna base 
and some point known to be 
connected to the car’s chassis. 
And the radio’s power source 
should be as close to the battery 
as possible, connected with 
heavy wire. 


The problem might be with 
the fuel injection system, Radke 
said. "You might find that over

mounted to the car chassis,” 
Radke said. 


The first step then, he said, is 
to clean the ground connections 
and tighten the screws. If that 
doesn’t work, things might get 
complicated.

checking those two areas should 
clear up the trouble. If it 
doesn't, the operator is in the 
same, if less common, boat as 
the driver whose fuei-injection 
system is thrown into a tizzy by 
a passing transmitter. 


In some cases, said Radke, 
the problem might be on the

The last alternative in any 
case is to have the car equipped 
with radio frequency filters, a 
job that almost always must be 
done by a professional two-way 
radio technician.

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There are a few misguided 
souls who think I am a hard-line 
anti-totalitarian, but they don’t 
know my friends, my personal 
National 
Security 
Council. 
Among this distinguished body 
are veterans of both Nazi and 
Soviet concentration camps, and 
the former — who still have 
their 
Dachau 
or 
Belsen 
numbers tattooed on their arms 
— have inspired this column. 
They inform me that as late as 
1942 there were European .Jews 
who went cheerfully to the 
“Final 
Solution.” convinced 
that Hitler had set up the camps 
as Jewish spas, designed to 
protect them from the anti- 
Semitism of the “masses.” 


What put these survivors on 
full alert was an article on the 
New York Times Op-Ed page b^ 
one Arthur Waskow, si 
in Aesopian langurjy***fiat Israel 
should recogmZeand negotiate 
with the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. Waskow, along 
with some other volunteers for 
secure spas, belongs to a Jewish 
group called “ B reira,” which 
seemingly believes that if Israel 
would only cease its intran­ 
sigence and deal in good faith 
with the P.L.O., the Middle East 
problem would vanish. 


The interesting aspect of this 
pitch is that I have heard it 
before — and from Waskow If 
memory serves, he turned up at 
the 1905 Annual Convention of 
Americans for Democratic Ac­ 
tion and made an impassiont'd 
plea for recognition of the South 
Vietnamese National Liberation 
Front. In those days A D A. was 
still a realistic anti-totalitarian 
outfit, and after a number of us 
had pointed out that the N.L.F. 
was a Hanoi front, pure and 
simple, Waskow took his m ar­ 
bles and went home 


Frankly, I lost track of him, 
except for learning that he had 
settled into a new left Washing­ 
ton welfare center called the 
Institute for Policy Studire». Al­ 
so, Jewish Jnends told me he 
was busy rewriting the Torah to 
redeem Judaism from 5,0011 
years 
of 
obscurantism. 
However, now he has resurfaced 
with a rerun of his 1905 fantasy. 


It should hardly be necessary 
to note that since South Vietnam 
went down the tubes, Hanoi has 
refused to recognize the N.L.F. 
Indeed, in an egregious demon­ 
stration of sexism, its leading 
spokesperson, Madame Nguyen 
Van Binh was refused mem­ 
bership in the recent elections 
for the Politburo of united 
Communist Vietnam. (The only

But back to Waskow and 
“ B reira." In the case of the 
N.L.F., it took about 10 years for 
the truth U> penetrate; namely, 
that there was no such indepen­ 
dent entity. The P.L.O. has an 
even shorter half-life; as noted 
here six months ago, the point of 
the Syrian invasion of Lebanon 
was to destroy any illusions that 
crew had to autonomy. While 
some commentators were sug­ 
gesting how nice it was to have 
the P.L.O. under control, I was 
— in my usual antiquarian 
fashion 
— 
meditating 
on 
medieval history. 


The first thing the English 
kings did before preparing an 
expedition to France was pacify 
the neighborhood. The Scots, 
who were always playing with 
the French, has to be bashed 
and wild Welsh rebels enlisted 
in the walking wounded Owen 
Glendower, the great Welsh na­ 
tionalist, was disposed of before 
Henry V took off for the great 
Shakespearean victory over the 
French at Agincourt (1415). 
Thus, as I have looked at the 
pathos of Lebanon, what ha.-, 
stuck me is the elimination of 
the P.L.O. (and Lebanon) as a 
precondition for establishing a 
steel ring, a concerted alliance, 
against Israel 


The guiding genius of this 
operation has been Egypt’s 
Sadat. From the outset of the 
Lebanese crisis, Sadat mounted 
a masterful charade. The Arab 
League, weeping, was always 
about to intervene — except that 
Ramadan or a meeting of OPEC 
or a funeral got in the way. 
Finally an Arab “ Peace Keep­ 
ing Force” did materialize, but 
it was 80 per cent Syrian: 
President Assad simply used 
chalk on his tanks to convert 
them from war to peace. 


Now Waskow’s P.L.O. seems 
to 1m* going down the same tubes 
as 
his 
former 
Vietnamese 
N.L.F. 
Sadat 
has just 
an­ 
nounced that he is in favor “en 
principe” (a French way of 
saying nothing) of a Palestinian 
state in Gaza and the West 
Bank. But this pseudo-entity 
must be attached to Jordan, 
which has recently formed a 
united military command with 
both Syria and Egypt. In short, 
unites my radar is jammed, in 
real term s neither Syria, Jo r­ 
dan or Egypt “ recognizes” the 
P.L.O., which presumably is 
left to negotiate with Waskow, 
“Breira,” and other volunteers 
for Arab spas.

disease-spreading 
beetles, leaves a wood interior 
that can be used as any other 
wood. 


One group of parents at a 
Minneapolis elementary school 
learned that debarking an elm 
isn’t isn’t particularly easy. A 
dozen adults worked for three 
days, cutting the trees into 
four-foot pieces and pounding 
the bark off with a sledge 
hammer. But the result, a re­ 
taining and walking wall around 
a playground, was worth it. 


The children were "really 
taken with the whole idea of us­ 
ing these trees which otherwise 
are an enormous tragedy, and 
making something really beau­ 
tiful out of it,” said project chief 
Barbara Nicholson. 


Elm trunks are being used in 
other 
city 
playgrounds 
as 
climbing “ forests” of short 
sections sunk into concrete. 


Many of the trees also are be­ 
ing used to produce elm veneer, 
a product that is cheaper than 
oak yet similar in quality. David 
DeVoto, forestry director for the 
Minneapolis Park Board, said 
the board also has given logs to 
artists for sculpting. 


Over the next four years. 
Minneapolis is planting 40,000 


new shade trees to replace the 
thousands of elms expected to 
be killed. Experts expect nearly 
all of the 300,000 elms in Min­ 
neapolis and 130,000 in neigh­ 
boring St. Paul to be stricken. 


The two cities are spending a 
total of $3.1 million to remove ’ 
and replant the trees this year. 
A state shade tree committee 
has recommended $46 million 
from the legislature to fight the ■» 
problem. 


Many of the diseased trees are 
being burned as waste. But the 
Twin Cities are planning more 
productive 
use.

$620,000 
recycling plant is under cons­ 
truction in St. Paul to debark 
logs, produce chips for paper 
pulp and grind wood into fuel. 
When operational next spring, 
the plant should be able to 
handle all the elm wood being 
cut, said DeVoto.

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Pacific Island Road Changing Custom

PONAPE, Caroline Islands 
(AP) — They’ve been talking 
about finishing the road around 
this island for some time — 
since the turn of the century as 
a matter of fact. 


The Germans tried first. Then 
the Japanese. Now American 
officials are trying to finish a 
60-mile road around this rain- 
soaked island nearly 6,000 miles 
from the U.S. West Coast. There 
are 30 miles to go, but this sta­ 
tely pace suits the Ponapean 
preference for warily tasting 
change before swallowing. 


“ The people of Ponape want 
development, 
but not in a 
hurry,” 
says 
Itor 
Harris, 
speaker of the district legisla­ 
ture. “ We will be very, very 


cautious. The people have to 
even want understand the* need 
for development, even if it 
means changing their cus­ 
toms.” 


Among the critic s of the road 
is the Rev. John Cavanagh of 
Our Lady of Mercy Church, who 
says the isolated rural farmers 
are doing fine in a traditional 
economy. 


“ When 
the 
road 
reaches 
them, the people will hock their 
lands to buy a Datsun whic h will 
last two or three years — and 
then where will they be?” he 
asks. 


At 129 square miles, Ponape 
is the second largest of the 2,141 
islands the United States has 
administered 
as 
the 
trust 
Territory of the Pacific since 
shortly after World War II. 


Self-sufficient only in eggs, it 
imports $6.3 million worth of 
goods a year while the local 
economy generates only about 
$500.000. The United States tax­ 
payers make up the difference. 


“ I’ve noticed in the last year 
or so, along the road, that 
people seem to be fixing up 
their places,” says Charles 
Barnard, a 70-year-old engineer 
fresh out of the Peace Corps who 
is directing the road project. 


“ Maybe they would be better 
off without development. But 
they have come far enough that 
they 
won’t 
be 
happy 
with 
breadfruit anymore.” 


There are a few modest new 
buildings in Kolonia. the main 
town, and open trenches testify 
to an expanding utility system, 


but dirt roads and ramshackle 
establishments give Kolonia the 
look of a 19th century Dodge 
City with palm trees. 


A few years ago Ponapeans 
rejected a major hotel develop­ 
ment, 
partly 
because 
local 
businessmen opposed it, but al­ 
so because the people feared 
large-scale development. 


At about the same time op­ 
position to the road was so 
strong that there were doubts 
that it would be built. Now, 
people along the route are 
enthusiastic. 


“So far, we have not paid for 
one square foot of right-of- 


way,” says Barnard. “ It was all 
donated by the people.” And 
local people do much of the 
work. 


“They do it — I don’t want to 
say cheap — but practically for 
groceries, because they want 
the road,” Barnard said. 


Completing the road will take 
five years, Barnard said, and 
paving is a distant goal. At the 
moment the road amounts to 
two rutted tentacles extending 
from Kolonia on the north side 
of the island. 


That part was easy, Barnard 
said, because Kolonia is on the 
relatively dry side of the island, 


where the rainfall is 200 inche 
year. Back in the mountains 
may rain 400 inches, “and eve 
drop of that runs under my ro 
somewhere.” 


Roads have been a controv< 
sial topic here at least sin 
1910, when a dispute over fore- 
labor on road projects sparkec 
bloody rebellion against Gt 
man authorities. The Japanet^ 
who controlled Ponape betwe 
the world wars, tried to circ 
the island but settled for 
rough trail most of the way. Tv 
of the better bridges left by tl 
Japanese are part of the nc 
road.

During the five-year period 
covered by the study, Detroit 
showed a net loss of 284 of its 
1,322 m ajor m anufacturing in­ 
dustries.

Macomb County increased 
from 1,006 to 1.088, an 8 per cent 
gain, the study showed. Wayne

The grand jury did not issue 
any indictm ents but did present 
a report to Atkins. The panel 
told the judge it w anted the 
report made public, but Atkins 
said Monday that he needed ex­ 
tensive research on the request 
because federal grand ju ries 
rarely issue reports. 


He said he issued a secrecy 
order on Dec. 8 “ to underscore 
the absolute necessity for con­ 
ducting 
the 
disclosure 
procedure with secrecy and 
confidentiality so as to (1) pro­ 
tect the innocent; (2) afford 
those affected by the order with 
due 
process 
safeguards 
as 
guaranteed by our Constitution 
and (3) protect the integrity of 
our grand jury system .” 


Atkins accused the Tim es of 
breaking that order by includ­ 
ing portions of the report in its 
story. 


However, Atkins released an 
edited version of the report. 


In Atkins’ version, the grand 
jury: 


—Cleared 
IRS intelligence 
agent John T. 
H arrison of 


allegations that he threatened to 
harm his form er informant, El­ 
sa Gutierrez, who first publicly 
disclosed 
the 
existence 
of 
Operation Leprechaun. 


—Said there was no evidence 
to 
support 
allegations 
that 
Miami IRS intelligence agents 
were used by the White House to 
collect inform ation on form er 
President Nixon’s enemies. 


—Recommended that the IRS 
“exercise greater control” over 
its informant program . 


—Criticized the news media, 
especially the Miami News, for 
its coverage of the IRS inves­ 
tigation. 


According to the T im es’ story, 
the grand jury report went 
further and accused the Miami 
News of knowlingly publishing 
false information about the IRS. 
The News 
has denied 
that 
allegation. 


Atkins said that on Jan. 3, two 
days before he was planning to 
release the report, “ a m em ber 
of the com m unity” announced 
an intention to appeal to stop the 
release. 


The Miami News later said it 
was the “ m em ber of the com ­ 
m unity” and dropped its ap­ 
peal.
